' ‘The modernisation of a num- 
per of flats and arrangements to 
meet the demand for furnished |. 
apartments were mentioned at 
to-day’s meeting of shareholders: 
of Humphreys Estate and Fin- 
ance Company, Ltd. 

Share investments were writ- 
ten’ down by over $100,000, but 
it was indicated that the pros- 
pects for. the coming year are 
brighter. . 

The Chairman (Mr. D. E. Clark) 
said:— 

The balance of Profit & Loss for 
the year amounts to $208,202.39, but! 
this figure includes a transfer of 
$73,000 from General Reserve to 
which I will refer later. 

WORKING PROFIT 

Our working profit for the year, 
* viz., $133,202.39, is in round figures 
$25,000 less than for the preced- 
ing twelve months. This decrease 
is accounted - for by a reduction of 
$16,000 in our. Rent Account and In- 
terest on Investments. There is 
also an increase in Repairs. Account 
and Interest’ Account of $9,000. . 

During the year, especially the 
summer months, we bad a consider- 
able number of empty flats on‘ our 
hands, ‘and these vacancies were lar- 
gely responsible for our heavier re- 
pair bill as it is nearly always ne- 
cessary to redecorate before new 
tenants will take over. I am pleas- 
ed to state that we now have very 
few vacancies. 

You will note from the Balance 
Sheet that Special Repairs are 
again 2 heavy item. A large pro- 
portion of the expenditure during 
the last few years has been incurred 
in consequence of the necessity of 
: relaying the patent roofing to our 
various blocks of flats. on the Island 
and the Mainland. Expenditure for 
the current. year will again be fair- 
ly heavy, but as far as. we°.can 
see there should then be.a reduction 
under this heading for some. time. 

TYPHOON DAMAGE 

The typhoon of August 16th. and 
17th: cost us over $4,000 and I think 
perhaps we can congratulate our- 
selves that we got off as lightly as 
we did. — 

It was decided to modernise some 
of our older flats in Nathan Road, 
and a2 ‘sum ‘of: $7,913.54 “was -spent 
in this connection: This amount: has

You will note that.a sum. of- $5,425 
has been expended: on furniture. As 
a demand for furnished ‘flats exist- 
ed: it. -was'.decided-.in view of the 
number of flats. vacant, partially to. 
furnish a number of these. This 
step, I'am pleased: to’ say,’ proved 
popular and ‘all flats so furnished 
were taken up immediately. at rentals 
giving a satisfactory return. :
